COMMENT: (CONF) FROM ALL INDICATIONS, IT APPEARS 
THAT NE WIN VIEWS THE TRIP AS MORE THAN A MERE GOODWILL 
GESTURE. WHILE AWARE OF THE POLITICAL AND OTHER CON- 
STRAINTS OPERATING ON PEKING, NE WIN PROBABLY FEELS IT 
IS AT LEAST POSSIBLE THAT HIS VISIT MIGHT CATALYZE MOVEMENT

2. GUB DELEGATION TO ADB ANNUAL MEETING (UNC) 

A GUB DELEGATION LED BY DEPUTY MINISTER FOR PLANNING 
AND FINANCE DR. MAUNG SHEIN DEPARTED APRIL 19 TO ATTEND 
THE TENTH ANNUAL ASIAN DEVELOPMENT BANK MEETING AT MANILA. 
OTHER MEMBERS OF THE DELEGATION INCLUDE U TUN WAI, MEMBER 
OF THE FINANCE AND PLANNING AFFAIRS COMMITTEE OF THE BSPP 
CENTRAL COMMITTEE. AND U BA PE DEPUTY DIRECTOR OF THE FOREIGN 
ECONOMIC RELATIONS DEPARTMENT, MINISTRY OF PLANNING AND 
FINANCE. FOLLOWING THE ADB MEETING, DR. MAUNG SHEIN WILL

AGREEMENT ON APRIL 19. THE AGREEMENT PROVIDES FRG ASSIST- 
ANCE TO ESTABLISH AN INDUSTRIAL TRAINING CENTER FOR 
VOCATIONAL INSTRUCTION. THE FRG WILL PROVIDE DM 14,604,000 
WHICH IS TO COVER ALL COSTS OF THE CENTER. IN ADDITION, 

THE FRG WILL SEND SPECIALISTS TO SERVE AT THE CENTER AND 
WILL PROVIDE FURTHER TRAINING IN WEST GERMANY FOR UP TO 
SIX BURMESE NATIONALS. 

4. BULGARIAN DELEGATION VISITS BURMA (UNC) 

A TWO-MAN DELEGATION OF THE BULGARIAN AGRARIAN PARTY 
CONSITING OF ANGEL DIMITROV, SECRETARY OF THE PARTY'S 
STANDING COMMITTEE, AND VICTOR VULKOV, DEPUTY HEAD OF 
THE PARTY'S INTERNATIONAL DEPARTMENT, ARRIVED IN RANGOON 
ON APRIL 21. OFFICIALS OF THE BURMA SOCIALIST PROGRAM 
PARTY (BSPP) MET THE DELEGATES, AND THE SECRETARY OF THE 
BSPP INTERNATIONAL AND FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE HOSTED 
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A DINNER IN THEIR HONOR THE EVENING OF APRIL 21. 

COMMENT: (LOU) THE BURMESE PRESS CONTINUED THE PRECE-
